TRUSTEES  APPROVE  NEW  PLANS 


One  of  the  improvements  implemented  by 
the  trustees  this  year  was  an  agreement  with 
the  South  Carolina  Soil  and  Water  Conserva- 
tion Commission  to  develop  an  Outdoor  Lab- 
oratory Classroom  on  a  200  acre  site  on  the 
North  Greenville  Campus.  This  laboratory 
classroom  will  include  nature  trails,  class- 
room pavilions,  rest  areas,  and  a  rhizorium 
for  the  study  of  underground  plants  and  roots.

Dr.  Murphree  Claude  Donnan,  president 
emeritus  of  North  Greenville  Junior  College, 
was  born  in  1892  in  Greer,  South  Carolina. 
Having  a  meager  beginning,  he  struggled  to 
attend  Spartan  Academy  in  Groce  (now  Ly- 
man), South  Carolina,  Furman  University,  and 
Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  in 
Louisville,  Kentucky.  In  1928,  he  accepted  the 
position  of  principal  of  North  Greenville 
Academy.  In  1934,  he  became  president  of 
North  Greenville  Junior  College  and  contin- 
ued in  this  capacity  until  1962.  Dr.  Donnan 
has  become  a  legend.  Using  his  talents, 
knowledge,  and  business  ability,  he  built  this 
institution  in  a  time  when  funds  were  practi- 
cally non-existent.  His  determination  and 
foresight  were  major  keys  in  the  success  of 
the  North  Greenville  Junior  College  which 
exists  today.
